“If it wasn’t for them, I wouldn’t 
be here,” another woman said. “‘I 
have children but they don’t have 
me.”

New discounted, green, red and

Many groups have found that pre- 
holiday bazaars and bake sales area 
good way to make money for worthy 
activities.These sales often take 
months of planning by dedicated 
volunteers. Food safety is an issue 
that some chairmen take for 
granted. 

Sponsoring organizations have a 
serious obligation — both legal and 
moral — to ensure the safety of the 
food they sell. 

While state law dictates that 
home-prepared food shall not be of- 
fered for public sale, officials usual- 
ly don’t enforce the rules against 
churches and. organizations that 
sponsor once-a-year events. But if 
an activity becomes a monthly or 
weekly event, or health officials 
hear complaints, the rules will be 
enforced. 

Some home-made foods just don’t 
belong in bazaars or bake sales. 
Home-canned vegetables and meats 
require extensive processing, and 
homemakers may not be using cur- 
rent processing recommendations. 


Jams, jellies, sweet presserves 
and pickles are a-safer bet, but 
chairmen should still be sure that 
these items come from cooks who

know what they're doing. Food 
poisoning is a real threat if home- 
canned foods are not processed in 
exactly the right way. 

Food-poisoning is also a threat 
with certain kinds of baked goods. 
Custard, pumpkin and meringue 
pies should not be sold unless they 
will be eaten on the spot, and you 
have facilities to refrigerate them 
up until the moment they're bought. 
The same~-goes for custard-filled 
items. You can’t control how they'll 
be handled later, but you could be 
sued. Cakes, cookies, breads and 
non-perishable pies are much less 
risky. 

Home-made mincemeat is another 
item to avoid. People love it, and 
they'll probably miss it, but the risk 
is just too great. While you want 
your fund-raiser to be a success, you 
don’t want to risk selling mincemeat 
that might be underprocessed. 

Each food item should be labeled 
with the name and address of the 
person who made it. Ninety-nine 
percent of the time, there won't be 
any problem. But if problems do 
develop, public health personnel 
need to be able to track down the 
cause to avoid more illnesses. 

Consumers also appreciate ingre-

for public sale. Chairmen need to 
recognize this fact, even if it means - 
doing without several of their best 
workers. If sick people insist on 
working at the sale, ask them to sell- 
porsioers or tickets...anything but
